Employers reminded 
to prepare form 
599 for state

Employers who are now pre­ 
paring forms W-2 for the United 

| States internal revenue service 
! should also prepare forms 599 
for the California franchise tax 
-board. Robert C. Kirkwood, the 
board's chairman, said .recently.

Employers must report to the 
state for each single employe 
who was paid $2000 or more 
and each married employe who 
was paid $3500 or more during 
1957.

If the employe is a resident 
of California, a form 599 must 
be filed even though the serv­ 
ices were performed outside 
California.

Copies of federal form W-2 
may be used in place of state 
form 599 If It is clearly indi­ 
cated whether the employe is 
single or married, and if the 
copies are accompanied by /orm 
596. These must be filed with 
the franchise tax board on or 
before Saturday, February 15.

Parents reminded 
of inoculations 
for new infants

Parents of new infants will 
soon be receiving a letter from 
Dr. George M. Uhl, city health 
offteer, reminding them of es­ 
sential inoculations for their 
babies.

The letter, I >r. I 'hi .uiiiounrod 
today, would be .similar to that 
mailed in the past to homes hav­ 
ing an infant of three months o*f 
age, but would add current ad­ 
vice on polio vaccination.

f'We are recommending that 
an infant get its first polio shot 
when it is two or three months 
of age, depending on the opin­ 
ion of the baby's doctor," Dr. 
Util said, adding:

"It should get its second shot 
at three or four months of age 
and the third before it is a year 
old. Polio vaccination should be 
repeated at four or five years 
of age. Every person up to age 
40 should be vaccinated."

Competition on the highway 
Is dangerous says the California 
Highway Patrol.

"Drivers who attempt to race 
with other motorists away from 
traffic lights or on the open 
highway are flirting with dan­ 
ger and possible death," declared 
Patrol Commissioner B. R. Cald- 
well. "This urge to beat the 
other fellow frequently leads to 
a mistake followed by an acci­ 
dent in which one or more are 
involved.

"Another type of dangerous 
competition on the highway is 
the retaliation maneuver made 
by an angry driver," Caldwell 
reminded motorists. "You only 
aggravate the problem and in­ 
crease the danger when you try 
lo get even for some wrong, 
imaginary or real, inflicted by 
another motorist.

"Driving in today's traffic 
calls for full attention every 
 minute if safety is to be main­ 
tained," he said.

Officials find 
no hazard

Third survey of the mountain 
areas of California for radioac­ 
tivity in surface Streams and 
domestic water supplies has 
found nothing of public health 
significance, reports Dr. Mal­ 
colm H. Merrill, state health di­ 
rector.

Survey was conducted as a 
safeguard following completion 
of the atomic weapons tests in 
Nevada last fall. Water and 
snow samples were taken, he 
said, from Modoe county south­ 
ward, including San Bernardino 
and Los Anpeles counties.

First survey was conducted 
May 28 of last year following a 
report of high radioactive fall­ 
out counts in northeastern Cali­ 
fornia after a weapons test, ac­ 
cording to the director. No 
drinking water system showed 
any appreciable level of radia­ 
tion, and the fallout episode was 
not considered a hazard to pub­ 
lic health.

Dr. Merrill said a second sur­ 
vey was made in August. Again, 
no background radiation was 
found above normal, nor were 
any of the water samples- found 
to contain measurable amounts 
of radioactivity.

Third survey was taken fol­ 
lowing completion of the 
Nevada weapons tests in late 
November. Dr. Merrill said. No 
significant amounts of radioac­ 
tivity were found in surface 
streams or domestic water sys­ 
tems.

168 street sewer
